I find that Mr. Lincoln is not insensible to any un- 
easiness in the minds of candid men, nor to any com- 
mercial or financial expression of disturbance in the 
country. If there be such still, he does, so far as at 
present advised, deem it unnecessary for him to make 
or authorise any public declaration. He thinks candid 
me need only examine his views already before the 
public. 

Leading Republicans here are opposed to giving the 
secessionists any satisfaction as to what will be Lincoln's 
course, They say, What is the use of letting your 
enemy know what you will do when he attacks you? 
Why tell him, if he strikes you, where you are going to 
hit him?

COURT OF EXCHEQUER—Yesrernar.

Anne Vaughan, acministratrix of Thomas Vaughan the 
Cork and Youghal Railway. 

This was an action brought by the plaintiff, under Lord 
Campbell's Act, to recover damages from the defendants, for 
loss sustained and injury resulting to her consequent upon 
the death of her son, who had died from the effects of an 
aceident with which be met while working in the employment 
of the company. it appeared that the duty of the deceased 
Thomas Vaughan, had been to carry shores along a certain 
passage which led to buildings in course of erection on the 
company’s premises, and, while he was one day pursuing hi: 
avocation, a wall, which, as alleged in the summons and 
plaint, bad been allowed, through negligence, to get out of 
repair, fell upon him, and so braised and wounded him that 
he was confined to his bed, and ultimately died from the 
effects of the injuries he had sustained, The action was tried 
at the last Cork Assizes, and a verdict was réeburne| with £50 
damages for the plaintiff, upon those pleas on which issue 
had been joined. The plaintiff had, bowever, demurred to 
certain of the defences to the first and second paragraph of 
the summons and plaint, and upon this argument the 
case now came before the court. The points raised 
by the demurrer were—whether the defence tendered 
a material issue, and whether it rightly averred that the

THE ROAD MURDER, 

The Attorney-General, with whom was the Solicitor- 
General and Mr. Walsby, said he had the honour te attend
